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Hospital Election to Draw Heavy Vote 


Campaign 
Comes to an 
End Today 


Interest High in 
Outcome of Ballot 
On Torney Project 


The spirited campaign by pro­ 
ponents and opponents of the 
proposition on Tuesday s ballot 
that the city be authorized to 
negotiate for th e acquisition of 
Torney G eneral hospital property, 
came to an end today. At 11 a.m. 
Tuesday, voters of the city took 
over.

From all indications a heavy 
vote, possibly one of the heaviest 
in a late spring election, will be 
cast before the polls close at 7 
o’clock. 


FOR THE PAST weeks both 
factions have been conducting a 
brisk campaign through the press 
and via the air waves and prac­ 
tically all of the registered vot­ 
ers have heard th e argum ents. 
The proposition, that the city 
be perm itted to negotiate for the 
surplus property for a needed 
civic 
center, 
m ust carry by a 
tw o-thirds vote. 
The issue is not a bond elec­ 
tion and does no t obligate the 
city to spend 
the m oney in­ 
volved. It m erely perm its—or de­ 
nies—the city to seek to acquire 
the property. 


CHEERED by the signatures 
of more than 800 voters of Palm 
Springs on petitions endorsing the 
project, leaders of the Civic Cen­ 
te r and Hospital comm ittee today 
appealed to the voters of the 
Village for an expression of faith 
in the future of Palm Springs 
through a "Yes” vote Tuesday on 
the Civic C enter plan. 
Offices of the com m ittee at 111 
N orth Palm Canyon drive w ill be 
open throughout the day and eve­ 
ning today (Tuesday). Transporta­ 
tion to the polls w ill be provided 
voters 
throughout the 
day, it 
being the belief of the com m ittee 
that consolidation of the voting 
precincts into tw o voting places 
will w ork a hardship on some 
persons w ithout cars. 


CARL LYKKEN, chairm an of 
the comm ittee w hich has worked 
tirelessly on behalf of the Civic 
C enter plan for the past three 
weeks, asked residents of the 
Village to cast th eir ballots solely 
from the thought of w hat is good 
for P alm Springs. 
“N ever again w ill such an op­ 
portunity as this present itself 
to P alm Springs, and we of the 
Civic C enter com m ittee ask the 
voters to only w eigh this fact as 
to its effect upon the future of 
our Village,” he said. 


"HERE IS AN OPPORTUNITY 
to take care of critical comm unity 
needs.

The Real Issue is Clear Cut

The election today (Tuesday) w ill be decided by few 
enough voters at best so it behooves every qualified citizen 
to cast his or her ballot. It is unfortunate that many voters 
are out of the city when such an important issue is to be 
decided, but the matter had to be voted upon before 
June 4th. 
Villagers have likely made up their minds by now how 
they are going to vote. For those who may not have, let 
me review the question briefly. 
The city government 
wants to take advantage of its priority to acquire from the 
federal government the old El Mirador hotel land and 
buildings for conversion into a Civic Center. In order to 
obligate the city to this extent, an election had to be called. 
It will require a “yes” vote of two-thirds of those voting 
to approve the purchase. The city is limited to $650,000 
for acquisition of the property. Use of the buildings and 
land is planned as follows: 


CITY HALL—Conversion of the hotel building to 
house all departments of the city government, together 
with offices for county, state and federal branch 
offices. 
COMMUNITY HOSPITAL — Continuation of the 
hospital in present location with additional buildings 
for expansion. The large swimming pool is also lo­ 
cated on the part planned for the hospital grounds. 
The hospital faces possible eviction if the property is 
not acquired by the city. 


DESERT MUSEUM—A large building for exhibits 
and offices and a theatre with 400-seat capacity- as 
w ell as land for a Botanical Garden—are provided. 
The Desert Museum which attracted over 40,000 people 
to its programs this season, has no building at all now. 


BRANCH LIBRARY—A building suitable for this 
purpose is already in existence on the property. 


HEALTH CENTER—A suitable building is likewise 
in existence on the property for this important func­ 
tion. The present one is considered inadequate. 


RECREATIONAL CENTER- -Use of the large gym­ 
nasium would be the basis for a large recieational aiea. 


CITY PARK—About 10 acres of the property, ad­ 
joining that which the City School District hopes to 
obtain (not through this election), would be used for 
a city park. 
Buildings for the Community Hospital (if forced to 
move), the City Hall and Desert Museum are urgently 
needed right now. They would have to be built at heavy 
expense from tax funds or public donation. 
Under the 
city’s acquisition plan, the El Mirador property w ill be 
purchased with funds from the existing sales tax. 


OBJECTIONS to the plan are based largely on the con­ 
tention that the city cannot afford to pay up to $650,000 
for the land and buildings—and that the Village would be 
losing a large hotel such as El Mirador was before taken 
over for a government hospital. The advantages of get­ 
ting a complete civic center must be weighed by voters 
against the objections raised. 
Even if the city gets consent of two-thirds of the voters, 
it still has to negotiate with the War Assets Administra­ 
tion officials for the property. Discounts on portions of 
the area must be allowed. An overwhelming vote in favor 
of the acquisition w ill be necessary to impress officials that 
the people of Palm Springs want this land and these 
buildings. 
. 
Above all, the voters should not be fooled by claims 
that the Public Buildings Administration w ill not recog­ 
nize this election—that the city hasn’t a chance to get the 
property. This is wishful thinking on the part of those 
who oppose the acquisition. 


IF YOU WANT to run the risk of losing the Community 
Hospital and let the hope of a Civic Center go glimmering, 
a “no” vote will take care of that. If you favor the Civic 
Center plan and prefer to do everything you can to pre­ 
vent the Community Hospital from having to close up, 
vote “yes.” 
’ 
This is the real issue as I see it, stripped of a lot of 
camouflage built around it during the campaign.

Of Interruptions 


To Water Service 
BY BILL HILLERY 
Twice in ten days there has 
been an interruption of water 
service in the village and in each 
case the cause was news and I 
am glad to supply the news. 
Last week an important step 
for the community was underway 
when a crew cut-in the well 
drilled last fall. It was necessary 
to drain the main in order that 
the new well line could be weld­ 
ed into the present system and 
during the operation a well- 
meaning friend closed a valve 
that should not have been closed 
and delayed delivery of water for 
a couple of hours at a critical 
period, the dinner hours. 
TO PROPERTY owners the 
new well should be of interest as 
it will overcome a weakness of 
our system. A stand-by source of 
water should anything go wrong 
mechanically to either pumping 
unit. Either well will deliver 
many times the amount of water 
now used by the community plus 
what is expected as necessary for 
the development of the new' Mel­ 
rose Tract that will be using w at­ 
er wthin two months. The depths 
of the wells are over 350 feet 
which brings in water from what 
is called the W hitewater sands. 
A good and clean water. 
The second interruption came 
Wednesday when the tank truck, 
that is operated by the Flood 
Control District for hauling w at­ 
er, after filling up at the pump 
backed out and fouled a guy wire 
bringing down the power pole 
with its transformer and a mess 
of live wires. Most fortunately 
the driver escaped injury but it 
was a job for the California Elec­ 
tric Power company to repair and 
Tex with his construction crew 
and Bert Wade for service, went 
into action. 
THE ACCIDENT occurred be­ 
fore seven in the morning but 
the power boys went right to 
work. A new pole and new trans­ 
former with necessary wires was 
installed and the crew worked

Menace of Dodder 
BY C. S. 
Several people have been ask­ 
ing how one recognizes dodder, 
and what one does about it after 
it has been recognized. 
Once you’ve identified dodder, 
you’ll never forget it. The para­ 
site grows over a bush like a 
tangle of yellowish threads; when 
young, it looks and feels a little 
like corn-silk. The threads twine 
around the stems, branches, and 
twigs of the host tree. As the 
parasite develops, it puts forth 
small white blossoms which re­ 
mind one a little of mistletoe. At 
this stage, when a smoke tree or 
indigo bush is festooned with 
blossoming dodder, it is rather 
a beautiful sight, and from the 
distance looks like a cloud of 
gold. 
HOWEVER, this parasite is an 
example of the fact That the old 
adage—pretty is as pretty does— 
definitely doesn’t refer to the 
dodder. All the time that the 
golden-haired dodder is thriving, 
it is strangling the life out of the 
host plant. Eventually the host 
dies; then the dodder turns black, 
dying with its victim. It leaves 
a black, sooty look on the plant 
after it has died. 
Now, what to do about it. Since 
we have no sound scientific 
method of coping with dodder, 
yet, we m ust use simple, old- 
fashioned methods on the para­ 
site. Look around your desert 
garden. Inspect your indigo bush­ 
es, smoke trees, and yes, even 
the burro weed. If any of them 
are covered with dodder, cut the 
bush right back to the ground, 
and burn the prunings—don’t let 
the cut, infected branches lie oji 
the ground! Your plant will re­ 
new itself. That is one of the 
miracles of desert life; any plant 
will actually return to life, if 
given a chance. 
IN ABOUT A WEEK, you’ll see 
new growth on your indigo 
bushes. Examine the new growth 
carefully. If a single twig has the 
tell-tale twist of golden hair 
around it, snap it off, and put 
it in the fire. You will find that 
this method is a most effective 
control of the dodder within the 
limits of your own garden. It 
takes a little patience and a 
sharp eye—that’s all. 
Perhaps if each of us can con­ 
trol the dodder in his own gar­ 
den, this parasite will eventually 
be stamped out of this particular 
area, at any rate.
